PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 5.25 
FOR A RETROACTIVE FOREIGN FILING LICENSE 



Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 184 and 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.182 and 5.25, the undersigned 
hereby petitions the Commissioner for Patents for a retroactive foreign filing license 
for the above-identified application. 

As required by 37 C.F.R. § 5.25, the petition includes: 

(1) A listing of each of the foreign countries in which the unlicensed patent

1 . The present application was filed with the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office on December 11, 2003. The present application is a continuation-in-part of 
U.S. Patent Application No. 10/630,351 ("the '351 application"), filed July 30, 2003, 
which claims priority to U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/416,907, filed October 
8, 2002, and the U.S. Patent Application No. 10/453,206, filed June 3, 2003, and 
converted to U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/505,341, on July 14, 2003. 

2. A Foreign Filing License was granted in the parent case (i.e., the '351 
application) on October 27, 2003 (copy of the Updated Official Filing Receipt is 
attached as Exhibit A). 

3. The unlicensed application was filed in Pakistan on April 7, 2004, and 
was assigned an application number of 239/2004 by the Patent Office of the 
government of Pakistan (copy of a filing receipt is attached as Exhibit B). 

4. The unlicensed application was filed in the Patent Office of the 
Cooperation Council for the Arab States of the Gulf ("GCC") on April 7, 2004, and 
was assigned an application number of GCC/P/2004/3368 by the GCC (copy of a 
filing receipt is attached as Exhibit C). 

5. The publication date of the '35 1 application is indicated on a Notice of 
Publication of Application as April 8, 2004 (copy of the Notice of Publication of 
Application attached as Exhibit D). 
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6. The present application was not under a secrecy order at the time it was 
filed ^bfokd; and it is not currently under a secrecy order (copy of Patent Application 
Information Retrieval (PAIR) results attached as Exhibit E). As no secrecy order had 
been imposed, a foreign filing license was not required for the subject matter in 
question as of June 11, 2004 (six months after filing the present application). (See 35 
U.S.C. 184). 

7. The publication date of the present application is indicated on a Notice 
of Publication of Application as October 21, 2004 (copy of the Notice of Publication 
of Application attached as Exhibit F).

1 . I am an attorney for the assignee in the present application. 



2. The subject matter in question was not under a secrecy order at the time 
it was filed abroad, and it is not currently under a secrecy order. 



3. On November 1 8, 2004 while preparing and filing a PCT patent 
application for the subject matter of the present application, I discovered that the 
subject matter of the present application had been filed abroad (i.e., Pakistan and the 
GCC) without a foreign filing license.
